isfactory  score  (70)  on  the  test  or 
satisfactory  rank  in  class  (upper 
half  of  the  freshman  class,  upper 
two-thirds  of  the  sophomore  class, 
upper  three-fourths  of  the  junior 
class).  Seniors  accepted  for  admis¬ 
sion  to  a  graduate  school  satisfy  the 
criteria  if  they  stand  in  the  upper 
half  of  their  classes,  or  make  a  score 
of  75  or  better  on  the  test.  Students 
already  enrolled  in  graduate  schools 
may  be  deferred  so  long  as  they  re¬ 
main  in  good  standing.  It  is  not 
mandatory  for  the  local  boards  to 
follow  the  criteria. 

"Students  whose  academic 
year  will  end  in  January  1952 
are  urged  to  apply  for  the  De¬ 
cember  13,  1951,  test,  so  that 
they  will  have  a  score  in  their 
file  when  the  local  board  recon¬ 
siders  their  case  in-  January  to 
determine  whether  they  meet 
the  criteria  for  further  defer- 
,  ment  as  students. 


"To  he  eligible  to  apply  for 
the  test,  a  student:  (1)  must 
intend  to  request  deferment  as 
a  student:  (2)  must  he  satisfac¬ 
torily  pursuing  a  full-time  col¬ 
lege  course;  (3)  must  not  pre¬ 
viously  have  taken  a  Selective 
Service  College  Qualification 
Test.”'

Much  Ado  About  Nothing' 

There  is  a  division  of  students  on 
this  campus:  the  Air  Force  and  tire 
regular  students.  Each  hns  tho 
game  rights  and  privileges,  though, 
and  until  recent,  developments, 
there  was  ho  question  to  the  limits 
of  Air  Force  participation  in  stud¬ 
ent  events. 

The  big  explosion  developed  over 
the  policy  of  voting  to  select  a 
queen  for  Homecoming.  Although 
the  official  Homecoming  Commit¬ 
tee,  representative  of  all  organiza¬ 
tions  on  the  campus,  has  extended 
a  formal  invitation  to  the  Air  Force 
to  participate  in  nil  Homecoming 
activities,  there  is  still  some  oppo¬ 
sition  to  such  an  act. 

It's  a  disgraceful  opposition,  one 
which  should  not  be  condoned  to 
any  extent,  because  of  the  irra¬ 
tional  reasons  and  arguments. 

The  only  real  negative  point  in 
the  approach  to  the  problem  is  this: 
Some  feel  that  the  Air  Force,  as  a 
voting  unit,  can  form  a  bloc  and 
“push”  their  candidate  into  the 
queen  position. 

Air  Force  Is  Cooperative 
Progress  thus  far  has  indicated 
that  such  unifying  action  will  not 
take  place.  The  Air  Force  is  oc- 
operating  and  competing  with  the 
students  on  the  campus  for  several 
candidates. 

Each  of  these  uniformed  men  is 
an  individual;  each  will  have  his 
likes  and  dislikes;  and  when  it 
comes  to  selecting  women,  there 
can  be  extreme  variances.  Conse¬ 
quently  the  Air  Force  participation 
in  this  queen  contest  is  going  to  be 
more  Individualistic  than  organiza¬ 
tional. 

Why  Prevent  Cooperation 
Above  ail,  no  one  wishes  to  pro¬ 
mote  any  antagonism  between  the 
students  and  the  Air  Force.  Any 
effort  to  prohibit  cooperation  be¬ 
tween  the  two  in  participating  in 
Homecoming  together  is  certainly 
a  step  in  that  direction. 

College  students  should  act 
maturely  in  their  relations  with 
others.  There  should  be  no 
“thumbs  down”  policy  indica¬ 
tive  of  a  jealous  adolescent; 
rather  it  should  be  an  "open 
hand”  policy  to  develop  into  a 
warm  handclasp  of  cooperation 
in  this  great  Homecoming  cele¬ 
bration. 

Thinking  positively  and  con¬ 
structively  is  much  better  than 
thinking  negatively  and  degrading- 
ly.  In  this  question  of  voting  for 
the  queen,  positive  thinking  soon 
proves  to  be  realistic  thinking.
